Hayes Irvine was born in Franklin 


county on October 12, 1837, and was a 
son of Bev.

He 
was married to Miss Ella Hoopengar- 
ner, who, with the following children, 
survives him: Robert, Mary, Rufus 
and William. He is also survived by 
one brother, Henry F. Irvine, of Mer- 
cersburg, and three sisters—Mrs. Etta 
Isenberg, Mrs. Blanche Kent and Jliss 
Rebecca L. Irvine, of Johnstown.

Irvine was admitted to the Bedford 
Bar on April 25, 1S67.

Extraordinary S«ulon. 


WAsHisaion, November 13.—In the 


house yesterday Mr. Payne introduced 
a bill making effective the Cuban rec- 
iprocity treaty, for which congress 
was called in extraordinary session. 
It was referred to the committee on 
ways and means, after reading by title, 
It is as follows: 


That whenever the president of the 


United States shall receive satisfactory 
evidence that the republic of Cuba has 
made provision to give full effect to the 
articles of the convention between tho 
United States and the republic of 
Cuba signed on the llth day of De- 
cember, in the year 1902, he it hereby 
authorized to issue his proclamation de- 
claring that he has received such evi- 
dence, and thereupon, on the tenth day 
after exchange of ratifications of such 
convention between tbe United States 
and the republic of Cuba, and so long 
as the said convention shall remain in 
force, all articles of merchandise be- 
ing the product of the soil or indus- 
try of the republic of Cuba, which are 
now imported into the United States 
free of duty, shall continue to be so ad- 
mitted free of duty, and all other ar- 
ticles of merchandise being the product 
of the soil or industry of the republic 
of Cuba imported into the United States 
shall be admitted at a reduction of 
20 per centum of the rates of duty 
thereon, as provided by the tariff act 
of the United States, approved July 24, 
1897, or as may be provided by any 
tariff law of the United States subse- 
quently enacted. The rates of duty 
herein granted by the United States to 
the republic of Cuba are and shall con- 
tinue during the term of said conven- 
tion preferential in respect to all like 
imports from other countries; Provided, 
that while said convention is in force 
no sugar imported from the republic cf 
Cuba and being the product of the soil 
or industry of the republic of Cuba shall 
be admitted into the United States at 
a reduction of duty greater than 
20 per centum of the rates of duty 
thereon as provided by the tariff act 
of the United States, approved July 24,

did nearly a century ago, when the 
Latin peoples of America proclaimed 
the right of popular government.' 


"This must be taken rhetorically.

States did then was to wait until these 
Latin peoples had established both their 
right to independence and their ability 
to sustain it, anil Spain had practical- 
ly abandoned the attempt to assert her 
sovereignty. 
We did not wait for this 


in the case of Panama. We did not 
give Colombia a chance to assert her 
authority. We took snap judgment 
and recognized Panama without the 
slightest evidence of her ability to 'dis- 
charge the obligations pertaining to 
sovereignty.' 


"Any reference to precedent must 


condemn this hasty action utterly. M. 
Varilla is much nearer the truth when 
he nndisguisedly puts the whole busi- 
ness on the sole basis of 'the achieve- 
ment of the Panama canal,' to which 
the international obligations of the 
United States have been needlessly and 
unhappily sacrificed."

It was planted there tc 
voice the memory of Louis Millard,

throughout the globe, wherever hu- 
manity has a champion and a name. 
Louis Millard was a machinist who 
occupied two rooms in the most de- 
praved part of the city and lived a 
hermit in the midst of millions; dying, 
he left his fortune of 8200,000 for the 
formation of a society for the protec- 
tion of dumb animals. People scouted 
at the idea that any man could live in 
the mklst of such stolid wretchedness 
and have such a fortune to waste for 
the protection of animals, and yet, 
from all outside appearances, not have 
enough for his own daily bread. 
At 


this particular time Eldridge T. Gerry, 
a wealthy citizen, had formed an asso- 
ciation for the protection of dumb ani- 
mals and he undertook the manage- 
ment of this noble bequest. He framed 
a code of laws for the association 
which was confirmed by the legislature 
and became a law; he bought numer- 
ous buildings where sick animals are 
taken care of and by his splendid ex- 
ample associations were formed all 
over the country in this cause. Thus, 
after all, it is safe to conclude that the 
age is growing better, not but that 
there is much left for humanity to do. 


In the stirring pastime of the week 


which has just expired comes to us the 
joyful news of the birth of a new re- 
public. That which was only a riot a 
few weeks ago has developed into a 
successful revolution, which has given 
birth to anew republic, and the United 
States has already acknowledged the 
independence of Panama. We have 
warships down there to protect our 
American interests, and we say to the 
world, "Hands off, let these revolu- 
tionists and the old government settle 
It among themselves." That portion 
of the Isthmus of Panama which is 
now a republic has virtually been in 
American hands for half a century. 
Nine-tenths of the travel that went 
to California in the early days had to 
cross the most interesting part of what 
is now the new republic; American 
capital built tie railroad across the 
Isthmus of Aspenwall on the Atlantic 
side to the old city of Panama on the 
Pacific. Constant association and the 
outlay of many millions of capital has 
been the means of securing a very fa- 
vorable attitude toward the govern- 
ment of the United States. The French 
and German interests have never been 
regarded on the Atlantic side as they 
have on the Pacific. It was the first 
nation to recognize the necessity of a 
ship canal. It WES a gigantic under- 
taking and demanded hundreds of mill- 
ions for its completion. The reckless 
extravagance of those at the head of 
the enterprise threw the whole affair 
into the hands of DeLesseps, who had 
completed the Suez canal, and he and 
his constituents thought he could com- 
plete anything by merely lending his 


' name. This was taken advantage of 


by sharps and swindlers, who made 
fortunes without risking a penny. 
When the villainy could be concealed 
no longer the bubble burst. 
That 


which had been the richest of gilt 
edged securities became worthless, and 
men who thought themselves beyond 
the measure of chance found them- 
selves beggars. DeLesseps'name, one? 
a name to swear by, was cursed and 
hissed until it broke the old man's 
heart. On investigation, splendid en- 
gines, locomotives and other expen- 
sive machinery were 'found buried on 
the isthmus. The ruin that DeLesseps 
brought on his native land brings 
memories of the Tulip craas, the South 
Saa bubble and the mad speculations 
of Hudson, the celebrated railroad 
king. The ne^ organization about to 
ba completed will serve as a lamp for 
those who are looking for rapid for- 
tunes; it has behind it the backing of 
the greatest republic in existence, and 
if ever completed, will rank as the 
eighth wonder of the world. I suppose 
we will have to act as sponsor for the 
new republic of Panama and abide the 
success of the event.

Once harvested, the wheat is carried 
by the railroad to tide water and from 
there it is carried in ships around the 
globe. 


Water rates are reasonable, for it ie 


easier to build boats than to secure 
railroad rights of way and the compe- 
tition on water is guarantee against ex- 
tortion. But to get the wheat to tide 
water the wheat-growers are compell- 
ed to deal with the railroad company. 
The railroad does not ask, "What can 
we afford to carry this wheat for?" It 
asks, "What will the traffic beat?'' By 
virtue of its monopoly of the transpor- 
tation business the railroad can take 
the lion's share. 


But the railroad was, also, tie great 


land monopolist of that region. As a 
subsidy, the government had given the 
railroad company millions of acres. 
Farmers were invited to settle upon 
these railroad lands with the assur- 
ance that as soon as the railroad secured 
its patents to the ifffd it would cede it 
to the settlers for the nominal price of 
S3.50 an acre. 


On one pretext or another, the actu- 


al transfer of this land was postponed 
from year to year. At last, when the 
railroad got ready to sell, it demanded 
S27 per acre. The farmers formed a 
league which had (or its double oojeei 
the election of railroad commissioners 
who would reduce freight rates and a 
legal battle to compel the road to keep 
its agreement and sell for $2 50 per 
acre. 


Mr. Norris' novel deals with the for- 


tunes of this League. 
The farmers 


are beaten in one court alter another 
and at last the railroad sells to dummy 
purchasers and, with the aid of a 
United States marshal and his depu- 
ties, it undertakes to evict the farmers. 
Outraged by what they believe to be 
the shameless corruption of the courts, 
the farmers resolve to defend their 
homes by force. 


Their spies inform them of the ap- 


proach of the officers and they take a 
stand in an irrigating ditch with Win- 
chesters in hand. But the shots of 
those embattled farmers, unlike the 
shots at Lexington, did not go around 
the world, for the railroad controlled 
the wires and never permitted the 
world to get the farmers'version of the 
story. It was a bloody day. On the 
field of the dead the young bride found 
her husband, the mother, her son. 
Men were cut off in the prime of life 
and children were left without any de- 
fense from hunger. The savings of 
years 
were confiscated, 
household 


goods were thrown into the roadway 
and homes ruthlessly invaded. This 
was the act of a hateful monopoly that 
got its corporation lawyers nominated 
for judges, that maintained powerful 
lobbies and dominated 
legislatures 


that made the law or defied it at well, 
that levied its tribute upon the indus- 
tries of a great state and was feared 
and placated and hated by all. 


With the novelist, we follow these 


evicted farmers. Madness was the end 
of one. One simple German woman 
was found dead in a vacant lot in San 
Francisco. She had died of starvation 
and a little child was crying in her rig- 
id arms. Another, a comely country 
lass, a stranger in the great city, went 
the way of those whose feet lay hold 
on hell. And, aloof from the squalor 
of the hunted and harried victims of 
monopoly, stood the palaces of the 
railroad magnates,

women and imperious men feasted and 
gambled and made merry amid scenes 
of royal splendor.

We know them for what they are— 


ruffians in politics, ruffians in finance, 
ruffians in law, ruffians in trade, brib- 
ers, swindlers and tricksters.

ontrsge too great to daunt them, no 
petty larceny too small to shame them, 
despoiling a government of a million 
dollars, yet picking the pockets of a 
farm hand of the price of a loaf of 
bread."

Next they are boiled 
in olive oil till cooked thoroughly. 


The packers—women 
always—take 


them now and pack them in the tin 
boxes we all know, filliiiK up each box 
with boiling oil, fitting on the lid and 
making the box air ti^rlit by soldering 
the joints together with a jet of hoi 
steam. Sardines are more or less per- 
fect according as they are prepared 
more or less immediately after their 
capture and according as the oil they 
are packed in is more or less pure.

It is well known that the Friends

ORIGIN OF THE TOMATO. 


There IN No Record of a Time When. 


It Gr«-rv- V.'lld. 


The tomato is u native of South 


America and more particularly of Peru 
and the Andean region. 
The Indian 


name for it is "tumatl" and the Spanish 
name "tomato." 
When tbe Spaniards 


arrived in the sixteenth century they 
considered nothing of much importance 
except silver. But in 1583 they took 
some tomatoes home with them as a 
matter of curiosity, little dreaming 
that there would some day be more 
silver in thutu than there was in all 
the Peruvian mines. There is a gen- 
eral impression that until sixty or 
seventy years ago tbe tomato plant 
was universally regarded as a poisonous 
weed and that its handsome fruit was 
called the "love apple," and never cul- 
tivated except as something pleasant 
to look upo«. But this story is incon- 
sistent with itself. 
The tomato was 


called the "love apple" for the reason 
that it was believed to be an aphrodis- 
iac, 
or excitant of amorous feelings. 


But it could not even be suspected of 
such a property unless It had been 
habitually eaten. 
Tbe truth is that 


there is no record of a time when in 
South America tlie tomato was not 
an article of food. There is indeed no 
record of a time when it grew wild. 
When the Spaniards reached Peru they 
found nothing but the cultivated to- 
mato, which was cultivated for food. 
They took a fancy to it and took it to 
Spain, from which place it found its 
way in 1500 to England.
